This week staff at British Antarctic Survey (BAS) are celebrating 
Midwinteris Day in Antarctica. In a tradition which began in the days 
of Captain Scott the event marks the shortest, and darkest, day of the 
year. This yearis science and support teams will brave the elements 
for a long distance run (weather permitting) followed by a festive 
meal and exchange of gifts that the team members have made for one 
another. A special highlight is the annual Midwinter broadcast on the 
BBCis World Service which includes messages from loved ones. 


This yearis broadcast on the World Service will be aired at 21:30 GMT 
on Sunday 21 June and lasts for half an hour. It contains greetings 
from families, work colleagues and several celebrities. 


The Prime Minister, David Cameron, has sent a message of support. 
In her own message to staff BAS Director, Jane Francis, said: 


iI know you are sitting there in the cold and dark, but you play a 
really vital part in the amazing science that BAS does. 


iThe measurements that you are making down in Antarctica, even through 
the winter, play a really key part in the evidence we are collecting 
to figure out how Antarctica is responding to climate change. And this 
is really important, because what happens in Antarctica affects the 
rest of the world.i 


BAS has four stations which it operates over the winter months; Bird 

Island, Kind Edward Point, Rothera and Halley. There are currently 42 
staff based at these stations. They include scientists, electricians, 
plumbers, chefs and doctors. 


Tom Welsh, Station Leader at the BAS Halley Research Station, said: 


iMidwinteris day at Halley is 101 days after we began the adventure of 
our lives; 13 men and women from widely ranging backgrounds set to 
endure 105 days of darkness, temperatures below -50 degrees centigrade 
and winds in excess of 60 knots. 


iMidwinter serves as a fantastic way to look back on and celebrate our 
achievements so far and the wonderful friendships that have developed, 
whilst also looking forward to the exciting events still to come. We 
plan to spend our winter solstice enjoying a formal dinner, presenting 
hand crafted gifts to each other and to listen to the BBC World 
Service radio broadcast. The radio broadcast will contain loving 
messages from friends and family at home, something we are all very 
much looking forward to and that means an awful lot to us. 


iAntarctic exploration has a proud and impressive history, we plan to 
raise a toast to the explorers and scientists of the past, present day 
and to those of the future.i

**x AZERBAIJAN. AZERBAIJAN MEDIA CARRY FALSIFIED VERSION OF JAILED 
JOURNALIST'S LETTER | Text of report by Radio Free Europe/Radio 


Liberty website on 16 June 


Azerbaijani investigative journalist Khadija Ismayilova has written 
several open letters since she was jailed without trial in Baku in 
December 2014. But none of them has gotten any notice in Azerbaijan's 
state-controlled mass media. That is, until now. 


Ismayilova, who is a contributor to RFE/RL, published a letter in The 
New York Times on June 11 to mark the opening in Baku of the first- 
ever European Games. 


Two days later, state news media in Azerbaijan were distributing what 
purported to be the same letter in both comically broken English and 
Azeri, even mimicking the same headline of the original. 


But the version printed in Baku differs wildly from Ismayilova's 
original. 


"Azerbaijan's best and brightest have been locked up, tucked away for 
the European Games," Ismayilova wrote in The New York Times. "They 
didn't want you to see or hear us and our inconvenient truths." 


That passage has been reproduced in Azerbaijan as: "Azerbaijan's worst 
and most villain (sic) have been locked up, tucked away for the 
European Games. They didn't want to see our crimes or hear our 
inconvenient lies." 


In her original letter, Ismayilova calls on supporters to "keep 
fighting for human rights," while the Baku version urges them to "keep 
fighting for strengthening the fifth colon (sic)," apparently an 
attempt to label rights activists in the authoritarian country as 
fifth columnists. 


In fact, the entire letter as published in the Azerbaijani media is a 
mirror-image paraphrase of the original, giving each sentence its 
opposite meaning. The letter has been distributed under Ismayilova's 
name and photograph with no indication that it has been manipulated or 
is satirical. 


The falsified version of Ismayilova's letter first appeared on June 13 
in Azeri and English on the website of the pro-government SIA news 
agency. It purports to be the same as the letter that appeared in The 
New York Times. 


The same day, it was republished by the Kaspi news agency. One of 
Kaspi's founders is Sona Veliyeva, wife of Ali Hasanov, who heads the 
department of social and political issues within Azerbaijan's 
presidential administration. Hasanov and his wife were the subjects of 


one of Ismayilova's investigations. 


Other pro-government media in Azerbaijan have also run the false 
version. 


"The false translation of Khadija's letter being circulated by the 
pro-government press in Azerbaijan is appalling, even by the low 
standards of the media outlets involved," Rebecca Vincent, a rights 
activist and coordinator of the Sport for Rights campaign that is 
seeking to "draw attention to the repression, corruption, and 
censorship" behind Baku's hosting of the European Games, told RFE/RL 
in a written comment. 


"It is the latest incident in many years of attacks against Khadija, 
and shows that they still fear what she has to say, even from behind 
bars." 


The government of Azerbaijani President Ilham Aliyev has come under 
harsh criticism for its human rights record. Rights groups say some 
100 political prisoners are being held in Azerbaijan and that many 

more activists and journalists face harassment and travel bans. 


Ismayilova faces charges of tax evasion and being "an illegal 
entrepreneur," accusations that her supporters say are retaliation for 
her investigative reports into corruption by Aliyev and members of his 
family. 


In the closing words of her letter in The New York Times, Ismayilova 
writes: "Don't call just for my freedom; call for the release of all 
political prisoners. Stand up for freedom of expression in Azerbaijan. 
Stand up for human rights." 


The state media of Azerbaijan have "translated" this as: "Don't call 
just for my freedom; call for the release of all traitors. Stand up 
for 'freedom of abuse' in Azerbaijan. Stand up for traitors, national 
betrayers, 'Armenians' more than Armenians."

Also Richard is a WIFDA member but he does not know you or your 
history. I'm sure he didn't understand your statement because at first 
I didn't either. Richard seems to be a nice guy and works for TWC. I 
would not worry about it (Mike Bugaj, Enfield, CT, ibid.) 


Mike, I'm not politically correct enough for Facebook. Too much 
erroneous information on there for me to sit back and say nothing. Let 
those fellows continue to think I'm an idiot, while I continue to log 
DX and post it to WTFDA Forums. Nobody on FB is interested in me or my 
DX. That guessing at IDs situation is just uncalled for in these days 
of the Internet and e-mail. If a DXer doesn't know CKND-2 (Global) 
from CHBX-2 (CTV) from CIII-2 (Global). (Danny, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


There's not much difference between Facebook, this forum and any other 
forum except that this one in tiny compared to others. Same goes for 
message boards. Sooner or later someone is going to irritate me (and 
they have) as much as I probably irritate them. No big deal. It 
happens. And unfortunately I'm one of those that can't tell the 
difference between CKND, CJBX and CIII. Analog Es DXing is rapidly on 
the way out and soon all of this will be immaterial anyway.

If I hear an echo indicating two stations, I'll 
even log two synchros. I think once I was able to nail three echoes 
while DXing transatlantic UK AMers from Newfoundland during a 
DXpedition. But the cluttered logbook of my life is littered with a 
QTH called Synchro, a mystical town where everybody and everything 
looks the same. I will assign a location if I can somehow establish 
some kind of certainty. 


As for CKND, I am willing to believe it's off the air given the 
reputation of the DXers people who have indicated that's the case. It 
was always obvious when I had it because the logo almost always, if 
not absolutely always, included the word 'Winnipeg' - I can attest to 
that because it was my most common skip to the west-northwest. That 
and the MB time zone differed from ON. I have not seen it at all this

That 
is like playing ball and not having losers, only winners. Saul, I 
always come out looking like the bad guy. Does that mean I've been 
fired from Facebook? LOL (Danny, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


Saul, as you know, Global Toronto does not run the "Global Toronto" 
logo nearly as much as CKND uses the "Global Winnipeg" logo. Usually, 
what you see on CIII is a generic Global logo (Danny, Shreveport, LA, 
ibid.) 


Canada kind of stands on its own. Canada for years has been going down 
the route of heavy centralization. It's to the point where most 
"local" news on the Global network will now come from Ontario. It kind 
of reminds me of Australian regional television after aggregation: 
centralization, cuts, more centralization, more cuts. 


The CKND2 report may be understandable as a result of network 
confusion. But the XEFE report is simply because of a complete lack of 
information. For those DXers with no Spanish knowledge, it can be very 
hard to follow the digital television transition in Mexico, especially 
given that there have been several different plans rolled out and the 
whole thing depends on some complicated variables. I speak Spanish so 
you don't have to (Raymie, June 13, ibid.)

The government hailed Thursday's first broadcasts under the new name 
as a "victory for democracy."

VOICE OF GREECE RETURNS TO SHORTWAVE 


Gradually come the information for the resumption of individual radio 
stations of ERT as coordinators working intensively to prepare the new 
transmissions. Resuming the short wave program "The Voice of Greece", 
also known as ERA 5 aimed at expatriates is also on its way. The 
program of Greece's Voice will include newscasts every hour to 
broadcast the first program while there will also be two programs 
specifically aimed at expatriates, but the exact times have not been 
announced. 


The Voice of Greece programs will be broadcast via shortwave from 
facilities in Avlis, which the previous government's Finance Ministry 
had tried to sell as scrap. The facilities remained intact thanks to 
the former employees, so no technical problems remain. The programs 
continued to be broadcast thanks to former ERT employees from Athens 
and Thessaloniki. Continuing Greece Voice for the last two years was 
being observed and followed by lovers of shortwave broadcasting 
enthusiasts. The frequencies of the Voice of Greece to Europe will 
probably be the same, 9420 and 7475 KHz.

Thursday marked the return of Greek public broadcaster ERT to the 
airwaves, two years after government austerity measures meant the 
station got the axe. 


The first broadcast was a news program that aired early on Thursday. 


In June 2013, the Greek government called for the station to be 
shuttered as part of the country's austerity measures, which were 
implemented to comply with the requirements of international bailouts. 


Closing ERT was seen by many Greeks as particularly drastic, 
especially given the suddenness with which the station went off the 
air. ERT was eventually replaced by a much smaller broadcaster, NERIT. 


When the station closed, it employed over 2,500 people. Many employees 
have now been given the opportunity to get their jobs back. To cover 
the costs of rehiring the staff, an additional monthly fee has been 
established and will be passed on to Greek citizens. 


Greek Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras, elected in January on a campaign 
that promised to roll back many of the previous government's austerity 
reforms, had made it a priority to get ERT back on the air. 


He called the broadcaster's closure "a crime against Greek people and 
democracy." 


A bill passed in April with support of Tsipras' Syriza party and its 
coalition partner, the Independent Greeks. The bill was opposed by the 
main opposition party, New Democracy, which was in power in 2013 when 
the decision was made to close the broadcaster.

"A digital broadcasting plan, covering 116 countries (mainly in Africa 
and Europe), was agreed for the frequency bands 174230 MHz and 470f 
862 MHz at the ITU Regional Radiocommunication Conference (RRC-06) in 
Geneva in June 2006. According to this plan (known as the GEQ6), the 
latest analogue switch-off date is 17 June 2015 (except for some 
countries in some frequency bands where the deadline is 17 June 

2020) ." 


The strange thing, from a Haiti perspective, is that GE06 does not 
cover Haiti, or any countries in ITU Region 2 for that matter. A 
boatload of African and European countries are switching: I've seen 
Niger, Nigeria, Senegal, DR Congo, Madagascar, Albania, Azerbaijan, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, Georgia, Moldova, Montenegro and Romania 
items. I seriously wonder if Haiti's jumping on board the whole GE0Q6 
"17 June 2015" bandwagon just because it's seeing its African peers 
doing itodhonestly, all the ITU mentions baffled me because I had not 
heard of any of this until this evening. (Of course, I'm focused on 
Region 2 stuff, so it figures.) 


As a reminder, the Haitian digital transition will be aggressively 
efficient in its use of spectrum. One mux is assigned for every 6 
stations; for Port-au-Prince, which has 36 of them, there will be 6 
muxes. They also are going to be using more high-VHF frequencies for 
digital, but unfortunately low-VHF is out of the mix (Raymie Humbert, 
June 13, WTFDA Forum via DXLD)

Programming originates domestically as well as from China and North 
Korea in Korean, English, and Chinese, as close as two miles across 
town (Osan Air Base's American Forces Network) and as far away as 
rural mountainous Lingqu, China, 473 miles to the west. There are 100 
stations with a handful of part-time stations - mostly border 
propaganda stations and North Korean stations - off the air at that 
time of evening.

Stations heard on seek are noted with an asterisk, local 
stations are in bold, and Chinese and North Korean stations in brown. 
The band varies very little in Korea (even that is an exaggeration), 
so nothing heard here is especially out of the ordinary.

Well, someone was busy this week --- (Mexican press release) "Mexico 
and United States hold bilateral meetings to discuss various topics 
related to the use of spectrum on the shared border"

Representatives from Mexico's foreign secretariat, the interior 
secretariat, and the IFT were present, as were Americans from the 
State Department, FCC and NTIA. 


I speak Spanish so you don't have to. Read my Mexico Beat blog | Next 
analog shutoff: Ciudad Ju-rez + Tecate, July 14 (Raymie Humbert, 
Phunix AZ, June 11, Raymie’s Mexico Beat, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


I've been wondering how long it will be before Mexico repacks its TV 
channels. That meeting may be the beginning of the process. 


A fellow on WTFDA Facebook posted some nice photos of XHCNL-2 and 
XEFE-2 via Es in Georgia from earlier this week. When is XEFE going 
off? I'm sorry about being so far behind on everything (Danny 
Oglethorpe, Shreveport, LA, June 12, ibid.) 


XEFE went off the air on January 14. Did you mean XEFB? If you sniff 
around here you will see that yes, repacking is already on their minds 
(Raymie, June 12, ibid.) 


Raymie, that is exactly what I actually thought about XEFE. I think he 
says XEFE. Let me go back over there and see if it will work on this 
computer. Thanks (Danny, June 12, ibid.) 


[later:] Yes, Raymie, he says it is XEFE from this week. In addition, 
he claims he had XHSLT-2, but he doesn't say he saw a text ID. 


Another fellow (a longtime DXer) claims in the same thread that he 
logged CKND-2 this Es season. CKND is off the air. I rarely go to the 
Facebook page because there are too many incorrect reports of TV DX. 
My response on Facebook was this: "Aren't XEFE-2 and CKND-2 off the 
air?" The reply I received was this: "Nope have picked up both in the 
last 2 weeks. Still going strong." (Danny, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


Ah, the pitfalls of bad Mexican information; What is this, the 80s? 
the 90s? I've looked through back issues of the VUD and wow, the 
information available back then really fluctuated. In the late 
70s/early 80s I was surprised by the available information, and then 
there would be times where I would go "whoa, what is up here!?". 


To read about the confusion that the big Mexico DXers, even Jim Pizzi, 
had about Mexico is fascinating looking back. When he reeled in a 
station on channel 4 running XHTRM-22 IDs in late 1982/early 1983, 
nobody had a clue what was going on. 


I credit my ability to do accurate Mexican research to two important 
recent trends: 


The Internet, of course. The Internet has lowered the barriers to 
communication and makes it a lot easier to do research on Mexico. I 
have used the DOF online, read IFT tables, etc. There are several 
forums that have been vital in the compilation of information for this 
thread. It would be impossible to do research backed by local 
information without all those forum posts. Sometimes I know more than 
they do, toodthey'll see calls like XHURT and XHZAP in their channel 
lists and wonder "where the heck are these stations?". In fact the 
XHZAP instance was the first time that station had been documented in 
digital. 


Improved Mexican transparency. This is a big one too. In March 2014, 
the IFT launched the Public Concession Registry (RPC), which was among 
the first tools I used to begin doing research into Mexican radio and 
television history. I didn't know how new it was! We've only had 
tables from Cofetel/the IFT for a number of years. It's taken a while 
to get here, and there's still work to do, but the IFT seems committed 
to transparency as part of its reform. 


But in any event, there is a flat-out lie going on here. I'm not on 
the FB group but wow, that guy probably needs to pointed to this blog. 
I don't think much more than Google Translate is needed to get the 
gist of the IFT press releases (Raymie, ibid.) 


As I'm trying to bite my tongue, be nice, and not get kicked out of 
WTFDA, here is my final response to this subject on Facebook: 


"OK. I'm a kinder, gentler person these days." 


Is there some way XEFE-2 and CKND-2 are still on? I had tropo in March 
to the region where XEFE is located, and I didn't receive XEFE. 
However, we know that XEFB-2 is still on. 


I received CKYB-4 a few days ago from the same region where CKND is 
located, but I didn't receive CKND-2. Doug removed CKND from the list 
of Canadian Es targets a while back. 


There is too much guessing going on. These guys are not really lying. 
Raymie, you are correct: They are misinformed (Danny, Shreveport, LA, 
June 12, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


They could have XEPM, for all we know, the last big Televisa 
independent on channel 2 in northeastern Mexico. XHSLT could be any C5 
on channel 2. C5 is not CE, but it's still a large network with dozens 
of stations in it. 


It is very hard to follow this material if you do not know what you 
are doing. I shudder to think what this transition could have been 
like for DXers without someone like me. The reason I decided to start 
this was precisely because I saw a lot of missing gaps related to 
Mexican television and to Spanish. I've found myself useful here not 
just for delivering information on TV but also for helping DXers with 
their SS unIDs during skip season. Gargadon has been a massive help on 
that end too (Raymie, ibid.) 


Since I started this, I hope this finishes it. My desire is not to 
hurt people, embarrass them, or take logs away. At the same time, I've 
only IDed 143 TV stations from Mexico in the last twenty-one years. I 
hate to brag, but that is the record, as far as I know. The only DXer 
who has ever come close to that number is Mike Perron. That is out of 
my 1,123 total TV logs. That is an indication of how difficult it is 
to ID Mexican TV stations. This subject is not taken lightly by some 
of us (Danny Oglethorpe, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


Shadow channel problems in Guanajuato. Shadow XHL-10 Celaya (main 
station is 11 in LeUn) also is now in digital, RF 27 just like its 
parent (but different virtual channel numbers). But apparently the 
interference between the two has caused the Celaya transmitter to be 
shut off. I had completely forgotten that this shadow existed (Raymie, 
June 14, ibid.) 


Raymie, how well is DTV coverage working in areas that have been 
served by numerous analog shadow transmitters? (Danny Oglethorpe, June 
15, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


I expected to maybe do some DXing this morning, and that didn't 
happen. As I'm having problems with one of my feet (nothing serious) 
and need to stay off of it a few days, I decided to see what Wikipedia 
says about XEPM-2. 


Raymie, this is part of the English article: "XEPM-TV began 
broadcasting in digital on October 13, 2012. The station broadcasts 

on physical channel 29." Twenty-nine is also listed in the sidebar on 
the right side of the article. The Spanish article has the correct 
channel (41). Did XEPM TDT use 29 at one time? (Danny Oglethorpe, June 
15, Shreveport, LA, ibid.) 


That's what the IFT tables and the FCC say. Channel 41 is allocated to 
XHICI-32 (CE), so perhaps what you saw is a promo explaining how to 
tune in CE in digital? 


I have been doing A LOT of cleanup on Wikipedia. Almost every article 
relating to television in Mexico has been cleaned up a lot in the last 
year or so, with copyediting, removal of out-of-date information, and 
a massive effort over two months last summer to update the technical 
information on television stations. Oddly enough the digital 
facilities are not listed for identical powers (200 kW for XEPM and 
XHJUB, 50 kW for XHICI) which is definitely not what Televisa is doing 
with their more recent digital facilities. 


Of course, sometimes the reality on the ground is very different from 
the tables (Hermosillo, looking at you), but I don't think so in this 
case (Raymie, June 15, ibid.) 


In other words, the Spanish article is incorrect: "Como una estaciUn 
de Televisa Regional, transmite a 100 kW en el canal an-logo 2, ya 
300 kW en el canal digital 41." 


I've seen promos for sister stations on XEPM and XEWO over the years, 
so the XEW relayer is what XEPM is promoting as TDT "41"? That makes 
sense. Thanks. 


After checking Rabbit Ears, something looks mighty strange. This line 
with the virtual channel "2," RF channel "41," and "Televisa" (not XEW 
- Estrellas) listed for XHJCI caught my eye:

And this.

I know Raymie will sort it all out. (Danny, ibid.) 


RabbitEars is not a place I would go to for Mexican station 
information unless I really knew what I was looking for. 


The problem, as I've said here before, is that the database is riddled 
with inaccuracies. Again, go back to Hermosillo. The FCC database, the 
IFT table, and reality all say three different things. It's the bare 
minimum, and sometimes it even fails at that. XHWX-4 Monterrey hasn't 
been "NEW" since, oh I don't know, 1985! 


There may be something up here...if anything, XEPM is on 41 and XHJCI 
is on 29...but that's minor in the scheme of things. 


Also, the English Wikipedia articles tend to be written by the same 
people (me excluded) who wrote the Spanish Wikipedia articles. 
Seriously, the level of trust I'd have in some of that information is 
very low. Last edited by Raymie; 06-15-2015 at 02:48 PM (Raymie, 
ibid.) 


Raymie, you do an excellent job with the information about Mexico TV. 

Judging from your comments about Rabbit Ears, it looks like reliable 

Mexico TDT data is difficult to obtain. It has been that way a long 

time with Mexico TV. On the other hand, after reviewing my tape from 

last week, I made a few pictures of the TDT spot.

The second half of the spot (last three pictures) was produced by 
Televisa (the first two is the same IFT promo I saw online) and I know 
they had some inaccuracies when they promoted XEJ-TDT. XEJ is unusual: 
5.1 Gala TV (// analog) 
5.2 "Televisidn Alternativa" (HD) 
The promo mentioned Gala TV HD on 5.1. Obviously that's not the case. 
(Raymie, ibid.) 


Yes, I arranged the pictures so as to have the IFT material on top and 


the Televisa material below. Well, whatever channel XEPM uses for TDT, 
it won't do me any good. I was just curious after seeing that TDT 
spot. 


DXing has led me to learn a lot about Mexico. I often do a little 
research about the places from where I receive DX. I have read a few 
books about Mexico and own a big Guia Roja atlas and a big Spanish to 
English dictionary. In general, DXers are interested to some extent in 
geography and maps (Danny, June 16, ibid.)

WASHINGTON (AP) -- After years of leadership changes and funding 
deficits, NPR's new president and CEO says the public radio network 
has turned a corner and is positioning itself to grow its already 
sizable audience, along with its journalistic content and funding from 
donors. 


Jarl Mohn, a longtime radio and television executive who created E! 
Entertainment Television, helped launch MTV and VH1 and formed his own 
venture capital firm, has led NPR for nearly a year. While Mohn may 
seem like an outside choice for public radio, his commercial media 
roots, investments in new media and his 12 years on the board of 
Southern California Public Radio may prove critical in charting NPR's 
future. 


For the first time in six years, NPR is set to break even financially 
in 2015 with its $190 million budget, Mohn told a group of Associated 
Press journalists this week. Its audience of 28 million to 30 million 
listeners remains strong but mostly flat, though the amount of time 
spent listening has declined. That's something he wants to fix. 


Behind the scenes, the Washington-based network has struggled with 
annual deficits of $4 million to $6 million, leading to cuts in 
staffing and other costs. The network also drew on reserve funds to 


cover shortfalls. Mohn is NPR's fifth acting or permanent CEO in six 
years. He has signed on for five years. 


With the nonprofit network on firmer financial footing, Mohn said NPR 

is looking to grow its audience and raise its ambitions in fundraising 
to draw larger donations from foundations and wealthy individuals and 

more corporate sponsorships. 


"We've got the organization on great financial footing now," Mohn 
said. "It gives us flexibility to kind of spread our wings a little 
bit and try some innovative and creative ideas." 


The network also has taken steps to create new potential businesses to 
engage audiences with live events - including ticketed shows produced 
with local stations to showcase popular NPR personalities. And NPR 
held its first "up front" event with advertising agencies to 
capitalize on the resurgence of podcasting, which now generates 65 
million to 80 million downloads monthly. 


To Mohn, the popularity of podcasts in recent years - from the 
breakout "Serial" series produced by Chicago's WBEZ to NPR's 
"Invisibilia" series - proves there's fresh interest in public radio 
content. Advertisers have noticed as well. Revenue from podcast 
sponsorships is up 200 percent since 2013. 


For decades, media companies thought the key to reaching younger 
audiences was shorter, faster, flashy stories - but podcasts have 
proven the opposite can work, Mohn said. The average podcast listener 
is 37, while the average radio listener is 54. 


"We don't have to change the essence of who we are to get a younger 
audience. We just need to tell great stories," Mohn said. "You can do 
really thoughtful, long, slow, not-glitzy stories and keep the young 
audience riveted with great storytelling." 


While it's helpful to have a "new shiny toy" with podcasts building 
excitement, Mohn said NPR is primarily focusing on its two flagship 
newsmagazines, "Morning Edition" and "All Things Considered." Each 
draws about 12 million listeners a week, and they air much of NPR's 
content. Still, he sees potential for growth. 


As a radio DJ early in his career, Mohn created a contest this year 
among local stations to increase their promotions for "Morning 
Edition" to 100 announcements a week. About 9 out of 10 stations ended 
up joining the competition to create the most creative promotions. 


Mohn said public radio can learn a thing or two from the personality 
and buzz that commercial stations generated in the past. He said he's 


reminding radio producers of the importance of connecting with their 
audiences. 


"It's basics," he said. "It's blocking and tackling that a lot of 
people may have forgotten just because year after year after year, 
things have drifted." 


Even more important, he said, is ensuring that NPR is producing the 
most compelling stories possible. The network is looking to build on 
its strengths in international reporting, science news and other areas 
to differentiate NPR from other media choices, he said. 


In the years ahead, some shows such as reruns of "Car Talk" will 
likely end, and NPR may develop new shows to offer stations. 


On the business side, Mohn said many public media fundraisers "aren't 
as bold as they can be." Many wealthy individuals and institutions 
simply have not been asked for significant gifts to support NPR's 
public-service mission. 


"We want to change that," he said. "So I'm wildly optimistic that we

DIEXISMO. UN TERMINO MAL DEFINIDO 


Dear Glenn, From my beginnings in this hobby and in fact coming from 

Spanish language sources (Espacio DXista) and several DX publications 
I've seen that many of them define the term DX using the explanation 

that D comes from Distance and X from unknown. This false!!! 


I've insisted that this is absolutely fake and it is an arbitrary 
invention. DX is just - and stands for - Distance. No more than that. 


It' s not an abbreviation for anything and in fact it's an acronym. 


Some individuals think that defending the true origin is for erudite 
or scholar discussion. But I do keep defending the true meaning, 
trying to destroy this false definition. 


It seems that this invented explanation came from a text included in 
the Radio Nederland course "Casi todo en Diexismo". I think that the 
original texts were prepared by the late Jim Vastenhoud. But I've also 
read that the definition was written by the famous and remembered 
Arthur Cushen. I absolutely cannot believe that Cushen wrote this. 


I want to ask you about an opinion on this, and also if you can 
confirm that this definition has ever used in the English spoken DX 
literature/world.

MY TAKE ON IBOC 


I haven't had a chance to hear AM IBOC (except for the band jamming 
part of it) until recently. Several company vehicles I have driven 
have had it, so I checked out the local AM offerings and I can sum it 
all up very quickly. 


The good - 


I was amazed at the sound quality. I honestly think successful AM 
music stations could become a reality again, which would be nice for 
more variety with that many more signals being able to offer music 
formats, and it would also restore the value of AM stations, but... 


The bad - 


My experience has been that IBOC is useless unless you are within a 
very short distance of the station. The digital signal coverage is a 
very pathetic small fraction of the analog coverage. To give you an 
idea, I have listened mainly to KDDZ 1690, which is one of the last 
remaining Radio Disney stations. They are a typical extended band 
operation with 10 KW day, 1 KW night, both ND. The daytime range of 
the digital signal when they are using 10 KW is only about 20 miles. 
There are many parts of the Denver metro area where their signal 
cannot be kept locked in. At night on 1 KW, it can't be kept locked in 
less than 5 miles from their xmtr. 


Needless to say, IBOC is a dismal failure. The telling fact for that 
is that Clear Channel was one of the big pushers of IBOC, and even had 
a financial stake in it, yet all of their Denver stations that used it 
dropped it quite a while ago. Other than KDDZ, the only AM stations in 
the market still using it are religious and public broadcasting 
outlets. The only other commercial music station using it was KRWZ 950 
with their oldies format, but they shut it off sometime in the last 
year or so. 


So there you have it. If you live within a couple of miles of the 
station, it sounds great, but in the real world it is useless. It is 
hard to believe anyone ever invested in such failed technology. 73, 
(Kit S. Sage, Golden CO, W5KAT, June 11, ABDX via DXLD) 


The problem with IBOC is this, it only has 1% of the regular 
transmitted power on analog. The good is that its better than AM 
stereo IF YOU ARE CLOSE ENOUGH TO THE TOWER TO HEAR IT. A 5000 watt 
station can be heard about to the max distance of 25 miles. 


I hear one IBOC station and that’s on FM. It comes from Booneville, MS 
42 miles away and no one else has it. It’s WMAE and they run 85 KW ERP 
at 653 feet. At 1% that comes to 850 W. I am right on the fringe and 


must have an outdoor antenna to get it. Unless IBOC is mandated by the 
FCC, it will be a worse dismal failure than AM stereo ever was (Kevin 
Redding, Crump, TN, ibid.) 


Hi Kevin, "HD" already is a failure-except the FCC and the industry 
won't admit it and stop it. If "HD" had been a success, your small- 
town dial would be teeming with these jammers like mine is in Seattle. 
And more stations would be investing in unique programming instead of 
just putting automation on their HD signals. 


To me, AM IBOC usually sounds tinny like a low-bit stream, which is 
basically what it is. It can sound better if adjusted properly, but 
very few engineers do it. 


FM "HD" sounds better, but its sidebands cause interference. And 
really, analog FM could sound better than it does if stations would 
use better-sounding processing. 


Mandating HD would create massive chaos in the marketplace. Granted, 
the band would be different, and the incompatibility with analog would 
go away. But that would be a loose Band-Aid because the FCC doesn't 
know how to create a band without packing ten times more in it than 
necessary, so the interference would come from too many stations 
instead of competing modes. 


This HD system is a failure. It's had around a decade to prove itself 
in major markets and spread to smaller ones. As it stands now, it's 
too expensive for most smaller markets to adopt. In most cases, 
"public radio" is the primary innovator, putting alternate or 
overflow programming on HD. 


AM stereo was better. At least it produced a benefit without 
interfering with other stations. fA (Rick Lewis, WA, June 13, ibid.) 


Like you, I listened to Radio Disney. I was able to do "before and 
after" comparisons of strong regional KMKI [620] Dallas. It is a true 
monster regional signal, going hundreds of miles during the daytime. 


Before HD, they were in C-Quam, and one of the best sounding C-Quam 
stations I have heard. I have both a Radio Shack TM-152 AM stereo 
tuner and a Sony SRF-A1 AM stereo walkman. I took the SRF-A1 on a trip 
to Lubbock, and did a little DX test at a rest stop near Crosbyton. I 
had driven 290 miles, this was daytime in the summer - there was no 
atmospheric skywave. I have no idea what the mileage was from the 
transmitter as the crow flies. I used the SRF-A1 outside my car, and 
found both KMKI and Dallas station KAAM were easily receivable in 
stereo with a low level of static audible - perfectly listenable. A 
small Radio Shack loop near the radio cleared up the static completely 


on KMKI - it sounded like a local, in perfect stereo. The situation 
was different on KAAM [770], faint KKOB underneath became stronger as 
well. It did not upset the C-Quam or cause platform motion, but the 
constant presence of KKOB would make listening unpleasant. 


A frequent - and respected poster on Radio-Infor had been all over the 
board stating that mountains in LA caused problems with C-Quam. I was 
in the Crosbyton Canyon, so I did a bit of hiking with the SRF-A1. 
Dodging an occasional rattlesnake - but had no problems at all with 
platform motion or other reflections from the canyon walls as I walked 
a considerable distance. If any station would be vulnerable, it would 
be a regional 290 miles away. Platform motion due to canyon walls - 
BUSTED. C-Quam was very robust and well behaved. 


From Lubbock itself, I would characterize KMKI as still listenable, 
but static was increased. The Radio Shack loop still cleared it up 
completely, although in the city there were a lot of sources of 
interference. 


Both stations converted to HD. I find HD music on KMKI to be similar 
to medium speed streaming audio, and compression artifacts fatiguing 
to listen to. There is also a curious frequency shift - probably 
caused by aliasing - of high frequency instruments. One song in 
particular had a high frequency cymbal several places in the song. C- 
Quam reproduced it perfectly. But in HD, it was shifted down in 
frequency into the same band as the singer. BAD system. Very bad! If 
that had been classical with lots of percussion, it would have been an 
unlistenable cacocphony of aliased instruments. The myth of HD AM 
sounding like analog FM: BUSTED completely. C-Quam is much better. I 
couldn't listen to Radio Disney in HD, it was fatiguing. If you like 
music and have a good ear, HD is awful. 


I was able to test range. I didn't have an HD in the car or a 
portable, but I lived 9.8 miles from KAAM. While its C-Quam went 290 
miles, it never locked in HD. KMKI locked where I lived - I dida 
range test on it at a friend's house north of town, 35 miles from 
their tower. It did lock in stereo. 


I did not get a car HD until much after leaving the area, but my new 
location in Houston has provided opportunity for HD DX. I have found 
that the presence of power lines by the road - whether a source of 
interference or not - causes HD to drop. On roads with no power lines 
in unincorporated areas, I am able to get a lock on a weak X-band 
station about 70 miles away. I have no idea if I get stereo, because 
it is sports. But the station goes from weak analog to perfect HD. So 
- away from any power lines, HD is robust. Unfortunately, 99% of 
roads, highways, and streets have power lines by them, so HD is lost 
unless you are very close to the station as described. 


I do have a curious postscript to the HD AM story. There is a remote 
highway in NE New Mexico where there are very few AM stations. Very 
weak distants from Denver and Amarillo, one local graveyard and that 
is IT. But - a band scan at a rest stop on that road revealed sideband 
pairs that correspond to the Chicago stations running HD. There was no 
trace of their analog or carrier, but the frequencies involved were 
unmistakable - there is no other explanation as to what they might be. 
This happened at the same place two different times of the year (R. 
Bruce Carter, TX, June 15, ibid.) Where is that, exactly? (gh, OK) 


Bruce, Way back in the earliest days of HD and it was being tested by 
Tom Ray at WOR and also WLW, I lived in the suburbs of Phoenix and 
Harry Helms lived near Las Vegas. We both heard the testing at night 
all the way from NY and Cincy. I did not have an HD radio at the time 
so I don't know if it would have decoded or not. My experience is that 
in the day, if you are 25 miles or so away from the transmitter, you 
will not hear HD on MW (Kevin Redding, Crump, TN, ibid.) 


I read an article on AM digital (IBOC) in the early days of testing. 
There were six 50,000 watt AM stations in Seattle using IBOC, yet the 
engineers testing it tried driving all around Seattle and they were 
not able to find any single location where all six of those stations’ 
signals could be received and decoded in digital. That should have 
told everyone everything they needed to know about how ineffective and 
useless the system was. 73, (Kit W5KAT, ibid.) 


I can confirm that observation. I was living in Texas. Along with 
WFAN, WOR is another station I have never heard in Texas. We have a 
monster regional on 710 - KGNC, and there is a 50 kW 710 in 
Shreveport. I was in Dallas at the time, and heard a considerable 
amount of HD sideband interference on WGN at night. I nulled the 
interference with the ferrite bar in my antenna - measuring the angle 
with my father's professional grade surveyors compass. Sure enough, 
the interference was coming from the direction of WOR. Or - perhaps 
from 180 degrees opposite in Mexico somewhere. But I doubt it. WOR 
IBOC sidebands are the obvious culprit - even though not a trace of 
WOR analog ever comes through (Bruce Carter, June 17, ibid.) 


I remain shocked that this terribly flawed supposed technology was 
ever allowed on AM. Yes, IBOC sideband does travel far and wide. 
73 KAZ (Neil Kazaross, IL/WI/CA, ibid.)

NEW YORK CITY SITUATION 


I was at work all day Sunday but when I came home all was back to 
normal. WCBS-DT locked and as firm as ever. I buy the Channel 33 is 
really crowded theory quite a bit. I am perfectly positioned for that. 


Also, I looked at WCBS RF 33 on a spectrum analyzer at work. Their 
crazy non-linearity had about a 5 db bump in it this time. I'll have 
to bring the spectrum analyzer home one day and take a look at 
reception at my QTH. The wacky bump may be caused by something akin to 
old fashioned multipath and cancelling, but I think their master 
antenna is screwed up. WNBC 28 and WWOR 38 share it the same non- 
linearity along with WCBS, but WCBS always has the worst pattern. 


The signal is supposed to look like a flat surfaced rectangle with a 
slight leading spike on the low side of the bump. WCBS-DT looks like 
someone took a bite out of it. Full details and pictures at:

What I really love are the new-fangled computer guys at work who 
measure reception of over-the-air digital television, seven ways and 
sideways, with all sorts of acronyms and diagnostic software regarding 
serious analysis of bit error rates and 24/48/72 hour averages. I keep 
trying to tell them that the air is not a piece of CAT5 cable. Over- 
the-air means it varies - by design! When was the last time you heard 
a DXer complain that their MDI MLT24 (MTSP) numbers exceeded 100? My 
MDI MLS24 rates were high too. Now what? Gee, I miss analog E-skip 
(Karl Zuk, June 14, WTFDA via DXLD) 


Karl, I read the article and took a look at the waveform. That would 
explain a lot of the problems of reception on WNBC 28, WCBS 33 and 
WWOR 38. I guess the engineers at all three of these stations are 
ignoring the problem. As you said the transmitting antenna design is 
apparently the cause of the non-linearity of all three signals. Some 
people can't see that the problem is being caused by the antenna or 
they just prefer to ignore it. 


WNYW 44 and and WWOR 38 always had the best analog signal in my 
direction. Whoever designed their analog transmitting antennas had a 
very good knowledge of transmitting antennas. I would be able to get 5 
& 9 about 75% of the time and I am about 104 miles from the 
transmitters. I am on a mountain with elevation of 1,870 ft ASL, but 
their signals were much better than any other analog signals in the 
market. Ch 2 & 4 came in most of the time also, but 5 & 9 were always 
better. 


Thanks for the link to the article. I sometimes have a problem with 
WTXF 42 Fox Philadelphia. I believe most of the problem is due to 
leaves on the trees. There are 30-35 foot trees in the path of the 
Signal and my antenna is only about 15 feet off the ground. When there 


are leaves on the trees 42 always has a weaker signal. Also WLVT 39 is 
difficult to receive on the TV using an 2-bay UHF antenna inside in 
another room. This mainly occurs when there are leaves on the trees 
also. I have been looking for a used crank-up tower to get above the 
trees, especially for UHF signals. 


I have received WNBC 28 and WCBS 33 at my location. I don't recall 
seeing WWOR 38. I will have to check for it when signals are up from 
that direction. I had wondered why I wouldn't see 38 when most of the 
other NYC stations were coming in. Perhaps it has to do with the 
leaves on the trees since it is in the frequency range that seems to 
be affected by the leaves are channels 38-42. Interesting analysis of 
their digital signals by checking the waveform! (Bob Seaman, Hazleton, 
PA, ibid.)

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 08 - 14 June 2015 


Solar activity ranged from very low to moderate levels (R1-minor) 
with very low activity observed on 08 June, low activity observed on 
09, 10 and 12 June and moderate activity observed on 11, 13 and 14 
June. A majority of the flare activity occurred from Regions 2360 
(N15, L=129, class/area Eac/220 on 12 June) and 2367 (S20, L=001, 
class/area Ekc/340 on 14 June). Region 2367, the largest region on 
the disk, produced an M1 flare at 11/0855 UTC. This region exhibited 
steady growth since first rotating onto the disk on 10 June. Region 
2360 produced an M1/Sf flare at 13/0729 UTC and an M2 flare at 
14/0059 UTC while exiting the west limb on the 14th. Multiple 
filament eruptions and eruptive prominences were observed throughout 
the week, but none resulted in Earth-directed coronal mass 
ejections. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 
The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 


normal levels on 08-09 June. High levels on 10-13 June and moderate 
levels on 14 June were observed in response to an enhanced solar 


wind environment caused by the influence of a negative polarity 
coronal high speed stream (CH HSS). 


Geomagnetic field activity was at predominately quiet to active 
levels with isolated minor storm levels (G1-minor) observed on 08 
and 14 June and an isolated major storm period (G2-moderate) 
observed on 08 June. The summary period began with unsettled to 
major storm levels as Earth was under the influence of a negative 
polarity CH HSS. Effects from the CH HSS persisted through midday on 
11 June with quiet to active conditions. Quiet to unsettled 
conditions were observed for the remainder of 11 June through 13 
June. The period ended on 14 June with a co-rotating interaction 
region in advance of a positive polarity CH HSS that affected 
Earth&#39;s geomagnetic field with unsettled to isolated minor storm 
periods. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 15 JUNE - 11 JULY 2015 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with a slight chance 
for M-class (R1-minor) flare activity from 15-24 June from Region 
2367 (S20, L=001). As region 2367 rotates off the disk, very low to 
low levels are expected on 25-26 June. Activity levels are expected 
to increase to low with a slight chance for M-class flare activity 
on 27 June - 11 July as old Region 2360 (N15, L=129) rotates back on 
to the visible disk. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
anticipated to reach moderate to high levels on 15-19 Jun and 07-11 
Jul in response to an enhanced solar wind environment caused by the 
influence of coronal hole high speed streams (CH HSSs). Normal 
levels are expected for the remainder of the outlook period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to reach unsettled to active 
levels on 15-16 Jun and 06-08 Jul with minor storm levels (G1-minor) 
anticipated on 05 Jul and 11 Jul in response to recurrent CH HSS 
effects. Generally quiet field conditions are expected for 17 Jun-04 
Jul.
